The commission has adopted this able 
jurist’s suggestion that the judge shall instruct in 
writing, preparing the charge himself, not merely 
accepting the piecemeal instructions drawn by 
counsel. We think he also should be authorized to 
comment upon the evidence, as British judges do, 
for his training and experience fit him to weigh 
or elucidate evidence better than the average lay- 
man can do. ae 
The judge also should examine jurors as well as 
interrogaté witnesses; and, generally speaking, the

to strengthen the role of the judge and to clear 
procedure of technicalities not clearly conducive 
to the ascertainment of essential justice. — 

* Reluctance to give the judge fuller contro! of 
trials arises in considerable degree from dissatis- 
faction with the personnel of our judiciary, and 
no betterment of rules will bring about the im- 
provement needed in the administration of’ the 
law, civil or criminal, until we candidly face the 
conditions under which our judges are selected. 
We do not object to an elective judiciary, though 
the appointive method works better than any élec- 
tive system that has been developed thus far. But, 
conceding the objections to the appointive system 
and accepting as more practicable politically that 
of election, we ought to change the tenure to life, 
or at ‘the least to a very long: term. Our present 
system inevitably involves the judiciary in politics 
and weakens its independence. The wonder is that 
our judiciary is, on the whole, as courageous and 
conscientious as it is. But if or fidges were 
of politics, and, with an assurance of permanence, 
many lawyers ‘whose talents and preference were 
for judicial service, but who are unwilling to sub-| 
mit themselves to the hasards.and entanglements 
of practical politics, would seek judicial office, to 
the great.gain of the bench, We might retain the 
elective method, but-by making the tenure perma-.
